a ANNOUNCER: Four hundred yeara ago, DeSoto discovered tine Mississipp2 River, 


Father of Waters. Desiring te commemorate DeSoto’s discovery, 
publie-spirited sitizens of West Tennessee conceived and gponsorad the 
ereation of a National Forest of Discovery and recently witnessed the Initial 
unfolding of their dream. Dedication of this new unit in the nation's chain 
of publicly-owned forests took place a few weeka ago when Earle H. Clapp, 
Acting Chief of the Forest Service, accepted donations of land by citizens of 
Lauderdale, Tipton, Obion, and Dyers Counties. Eventually the new National 
Forest will include approximately 320 thousand acrea of which some 167 
thousand acrea will be acquired by the Government. Highlighting the | 
dedication was the plenting of young white eak trees to form a Grove of 


Repentance, symbolizing the desire of the people to make amends for past 


abuse and misuse of the forests that are so very vital to the Misalssippi 


Valley area. In accepting title to the lands donated, Mr. Clapp said: "The 
federal government is delighted to adopt this project as one of the country's 
National Forests. Within the broad limits of the selected area, as funds 
peeome available, lands suitable for permanent forest management will Were. 


acquired and administered in the public interest, "The National Forest of 


Discovery," said Mr, Clapp, "will be useful in many ways, in the saving of i 


water, in growing timber, and 1n affording opportunities for hunting and 


fishing. May its Grove of Repentence always etand ag a symbol of the nation? i 


resolve to jurn from waste of its natural resources to scnservation for tho 


future."
